T he members of the board of health 
whom you have notified to appear Tie- 
fore vou to answer certain charges, re­ 
spectfully request, in order th a t they 
may specifically answer the same, t hat 
said charges be made more definite 
and certain by stating 
F irst—W h at false representations 
it is claimed was made bv said m em ­ 
bers of th e board of health to the 
court. 
Second—In w hat particulars said 
members of the board of health have 
neglected to do their duty. 
T h ird —W h at expenditure of pub­ 
lic money made bv said members of 
the board of health were “ unneces- 
•ary >M 
Yours very respectfully, 
F r a n k E. GfCbesfiANs, 
Clerk of Board of Health. 
T hen Doctor Marshal arose, and re­ 
marked t h a t to his mind th e first 
charge was specific. He acknowledged 
th a t the others m ight bt' made a Hit e 
plainer, 
b u t he had th ought they 
a1! 
understood 
it 
well 
enough. 
If council, however, w anted to make 
the charges more plain he 
would 
stand with them , and vote th a t way. 
Colonel Hill said th a t th e whole plea 
of the board was th e fact th a t the 
charges were not specific. 
“Suppose 
th e charge said th a t Jo h n Jones was 
guilty of a misdemeanor; would t h a t 
be definite? 
You m ust state speci­ 
fically 
w h at 
sort 
of 
a 
misde 
m eanor was com m itted. 
You m ust 
also state to th e 
board 
in w hat 
way they 
were guilty 
of neglect 
ing their 
duty, 
how 
they could 
have been guilty of unnecessarily 
spend ing money. 
Are there ever any 
unnecessary 
expenditures 
by 
the 
board ? All th e money spent hasbeen 
approved by you except the am ount 
ordered paid by th e court. 
Any a t­ 
torney will tell you th a t these charges 
are not sufficiently explicit for the 
board to render an answer." T h en 
the colonel and Mr. Marshall had a 
few words concerning honor, and th e 
doctor said: 
We are not lawyers, we have a 
solicitor to guide us who w as kind 
enough to get out th e m andam us 
against us. 
When we discussed tilts 
thing in council th e question was 
asked if there was an alternative, and 
the solicitor said the court m ight is­ 
sue one of tw o writs, b u t in the event 
of a peremptory writ we would have 
to pay forthw ith. T his we did, 
We 
did 
so under protest because 
wa 
were given no opportunity to go into 
court and explain. 
I do not believe 
it is necessary to go now. 
I am will­ 
ing to m ake those charges explicit, 
and give th e board four or five days in 
which to answer. 
Regarding the 
charge of extravagance referred to bv 
Colonel Hill, we willingly concede the 
charges 
piled 
up 
in the m anda­ 
mus 
and 
H utchinson 
cases as 
unw arranted. 
For th a t reason, there 
are plenty of grounds upon which 
charges can be brought and we can 
make them as specific as the board 
desired." 
Councilman K ent said “ tile rem arks 
of Mr. Marshall are good and in place. 
If all were true it would be well 
enough 
to 
follow 
his 
advice. 
I 
am 
one 
of 
council 
to 
think it righ t for the board to take 
action. 
I have asked business men. 
and take as an example a bill sent bv 
a business man. 
Suppose 
it was 
sent back 
for correction, 
and 
if 
there was nothing wrong there would 
be no opportunity to rectify it, and 
th a t is th e way w ith council. 
This 
body returned those bills twice. 
T h e 
board is aware th a t other grounds 
and not th e items of th e bill were- 
the 
cause. 
I 
for one 
will 
vote 
against th e prosecution. 
It is ail 
done w ith a desire for satisfaction, 
and it is nonsense to say th a t we w ant 
to vindicate ourselves. 
T he same 
trouble was experienced in former 
years, and b ro th e r councils.” T hen 
by way of illustration the member 
who is not w ith council related a lit­ 
tle story of how a faithful band spent 


300 a tte m p tin g to make Liver pot 
itv and eventually gave In, applying 
the tale to tile position of the board 
and council. 
Mr. Owen said 
“ Mr. Kent might 
not have iieen here when the bills were 
sent back, or he would remember th at 
they were not certified. 
< >ne bill had 
no signatures at all. 
Council ordered 
them returned with proper certifica­ 
tion. 
When the board knew th a t 
council were wrong why did they not 
come or send their clerk with the In­ 
formation instead of rushing to Lis­ 
bon and hunting th e court house. 
T h a t certainly does not look liken 
friendly feeling." 
“ It seems th a t Mr. Owen Is laboring 
under a m isapprehension,"said Col­ 
onel Hill. “ O ther bills In the list were 
the same as the one lie specified. Tart 
of the Items on some of those bills 
were ordered paid, and portions of the 
bills were refused. W hy were they not 
all paid, or all refused?" 
“T he bills are as Mr. Owen says," 
remarked Mr. Swindells as be fid- 
dressed th e chair. We sent them back 
for certification. 
One bill from the 
T ribune had no signature whatever, 
and th a t is th e reason why we refused 
to pay. 
I didn’t see it again until 
after tile m andam us proceedings were 
over. 
W hen we get bills from the 
board these days they are all certified 
properly.” 
Solicitor Clark—I have been a close 
observer in tills ease, and I do not 
think on th e same line w ith some pen 
pie.
